WAIFS OF THE TITANIC. 


Two Little French Kiddies Whose 


Father Was One of the Victims. 


Marconi Declares His Company Did 


Not Seek to Delay Messages of the 
Titanic Disaster. 


Washington, April 30.—After a day 
of discussion intended to discover the 
needed reforms in the use of wireless 
telegraphy at sea, the senate commit­ 
tee investigating the Titanic disaster 
entered on the final stage of its in­ 
quiry. 


Guglielmo Marconi, inventor of the 
wireless telegraph; 
F. M. Sammis, 
chief engineer of the American Mar­ 
coni company; 
Wireless Operators 
Bride and Cottarn; a passenger, Hugh 
Woolner, of England, and Fourth Of­ 
ficer Boxhall, of the Titanic, were 
witnesses. 
Virtually all agreed that 
better regulations of wireless commu­ 
nication at sea was essential. 


It was made clear that the commit­ 
tee already had made up its mind to 
advocate legislation preventing wire­ 
less operators on shipborrd from hold­ 
ing back details of disasters. Mr. Mar­ 
coni and Mr. Sammis both acknowl­ 
edged that a mistake had been made 
in sending 
messages to Bride and 
Cottam, on board the Carpathia, not 
to give out anything until they had 
seen Marconi and Sammis ashore. 


F. M. Sammis, chief engineer of the 
American Marconi company, also tes­ 
tified, explaining what had actuated 
him in sending messages to Bride and 
Cottam, operators of the Carpathia, to 
hold their tales for “four figures.” He 
said he had made an arrangement 
with a New York newspaper for them 
to sell their personal tales and had 
sent the messages to the "boys” In­ 
forming them of that fact. 


Sammis 
declared that Bride and 
Cottam, operators on the Carpathia, 
should not be blamed for not sending 
news of the ship. 


“If there is any blame,” said Sam­ 
mis, “it should be upon the captain of 
the Carpathia. The captain of a ship 
is censor of all wireless messages sent 
from a ship. The operators are there 
to send and receive. They send noth­ 
ing thast the captain does not pass 
upon.” 


Sammis said that American wireless 
operators on board ship receive $45 a 
month. The English operators get £4 
a month. The senator led Sammis into 
a lengthy discussion on the rate of 
operators’ wages. 


Senator Smith demanded to know if 
the witness did not believe it would 
have been more “creditable” to him­ 
self and to his company if they re­ 
warded such heroism as was shown 
by Operator Bride rather than by seal­ 
ing their lips to arrange for a “pit­ 
tance from a private' source?” 
The 
witness replied that they were “all 
doing the best they could.” 


Ablaze with light from her saloons 
and cabins, the Titanic dashed full 
speed ahead to her destruction, ac­ 
cording to Ernest Gill, a donkey en- 
gineman on the steamship Californian, 
gineman on the steamship Californian 


Gill said that Captain Stanley Lord, 
of the Californian, refused later to go 
to the aid of the Titanic, the rockets 
from which could be plainly seen on 
the Californian. 


This Captain Lord denied, but both 
he and his wireless operator acknowl­ 
edged to having seen the rockets. 
Their ship, they said, was fast in the 
ice. 


Gill's affidavit was listened to with 
teh deepest interest by the committee. 
GJ11 was present and was ]Jace.l ou 
the witness stand immedia’ely a*ter 
Senator Smith, the chairman, had fin­ 
ished reading the affidavit. 


“I saw the ship, which I took to be 
the Titanic,” said Gill after be*ng 
sworn, “some time before midnight. 
She was about ten miles away and 
went part us apparently at full speed. 
She was a big ship and I saw two tiers 
of lights. The Californian at the time 
was caught in field ice, its engines 
were stopped and she was drifting 
with the floe.” 


The vessel, Gill testified, must have 
been plainly visible to the bridge and 
the outlooks, as well as the rockets 
which were sent up later from the 
vessel. The Californian’s captain, he 
said, paid no attention to the distress 
signals, and his refusal to get *team 
and go to the aid of the stranger so 
incensed the crew that Gill tried to 
organize a protesting party among the 
men. 
He failed, he said, because of 
the timidity of the men. 


“What time did the Califorian get 
up steam?” inquired Senator Fletcher. 
“I don't know, exactly/* said the wit­ 
ness, “but it was some time after 5 
o'clock.” 


From the rockets Gill judged the 


distressed ship to be not more than 
twenty miles oft. 
He described the 
rockets, his description tallying with 
that given by Fourth Officer Boxhall 
of the Titanic, who sent them aloft. 


When he tried to organize a com­ 
mittee of the crew to go to the cap­ 
tain and protest against his course, 
he said the men “wero afraid they’d 
lose their jobs.” 


Captain Lord entered a sweeping 
denial of Gill's accusations and read 
from the Californian’s log to support 
his contentions. Cyril Evans, the Cali­ 
fornian’s wireless operator, however, 
told of hearing much talk among the 
crew, wno were critical of the cap 
tain’s course. 
Gill, ho said, told him 
he expected to get $500 for his story 
when the ship reached Boston. 


Evans told of having warned the Ti­ 
tanic, only a brief timo before the 
great vessel crashed into the berg, 
that the sea was crowded with ice. 
The Titanic’s operators, he said, at 
the time were working with the wire­ 
less station at Capo Race, and they 
told him to “shut up” and keep out. 
Within a half hour the pride of the 
sea was crumpled and sinking. 


COL. ASTOR’S BODY 
HAS BEEN FOUND 


That of Isidor Straus Also oo 


Hearse Ship, 


The bodies of Colonel John Jacob 
Astor and Isidor Straus, the million­ 
aire merchant, of New York, who lost 
their lives in the Titanic disaster, 
have been recovered. 


They are on board the cable ship 
Mackay-Bennett, now on Us way to 
Halifax, N. S., with 205 bodies recov­ 
ered on the scene of the wreck. 


News of the recovery of the bodies 
was contained in a dispatch to the 
White Star Line company in New 
York. 


The cable ship Minia in a wireless 
to the Halifax agents of »he While 
Star line stated that the body of t) 
M. Hays, president 
of 
the 
Oraii'i 
Trunk railroad, had been found. 


The 
wireless 
dispatch from the 
cable ship Mackay-Bennett gives the 
additional identifications of forty-nine 
of the heretofore unknown recovered 
dead on that cablo ship. Among others 
is that of W. C. Dulles, of Philadel­ 
phia. Of the 205 dead on board the 
Mackay-Bennett the names of ninety- 
one have been sent ashore by wire­ 
less. 


The captain of the Mackay-Bennett 
confirms the identification of George 
D. Widener, son of P. A. B Widener, 
of Philadelphia, in a wireless dispatch 
to the White Star line, and gives the 
further information that the majority 
of the bodies will never come to the 
surface of the sea.

Terms of Coal Settlement. 


A 10 per cent increase in wag**, 
abolition of the sliding scale and a 
partial recognition of the union. TheM 
are the terms of a four years’ agree­ 
ment reached by the sub-committe* 
of the miners and operators who hare 
been meeting In New York to adjust 
the present difficulties. 
This agree­ 
ment will be submitted to the general 
committtee of the miners and oper­ 
ators at a meeting to be held In New 
York on May 2, and it is practically 
certain that the general 
committee 
will abide by the agreement of the 
sub-committtee. 


Although no statement was issued 
by 
the 
sub-committee upon its ad­ 
journment, the details of the proposed 
agreement wore learned from an au­ 
thoritative 
source. 
The increase ia 
wages recommended cuts in halt the 
20 per cent demanded by the miners. 
The partial recognition of the union 
will be given through the colliery com­ 
mittees, who will be permitted to ad* 
just differences with the mine fore­ 
men. 


The United Mine Workers of Amer­ 
ica will not be recognized to such a* 
extent as to make the collieries a 
“closed shop,” but the representative« 
of the union will be privileged to sigm 
the next contract in their official ca­ 
pacity. The union also will be granted 
the right of selecting colliery commit­ 
tees, according to reliable information, 
so that future grievances may be set­ 
tled more speedily than Is possible 
through the present conciliation board. 


Railroads Agree to Mediate. 


The threatened strike of the locomo­ 
tive engineers of the fifty railroads 
east of Chicago and north of the Ohio 
river has been averted, certainly for 
the present. 


The offer of mediation made by Mar­ 
tin A. Knapp, presiding judge of the 
United States commerce court, and 
Charles P. Neill, United States com­ 
missioner of labor, was accepted by 
the railroad managers in New York; 
the presidents of the railroads having 
approved this action. 


As the engineers, after having voted 
to strike, agreed to the 
mediation 
proposition 
on 
Monday night, this 
means that the amicable adjustment 
of the differences between the engi­ 
neers and the roads rests with the 
federal representatives who offered 
their services Should mediation faii9 
there is still a chance for arbitration, 
making the possibilities of a strike 
even more remote.

Mrs. William H. Taft, wife of the 
president, has contributed the first dol­ 
lar to the woman’s Titanic memorial 
fund, which is being raised through a 
committee of 100 women in each state 
and territory for the purpose of erect­ 
ing a memorial in Washington to the 
men who went down on the Titanic in 
deference to the chivalrous principle 
“Women and children first” 


Mrs. John Hay has accepted the 
chairmanship of the movement, with 
Mrs. John Hays Hammond as secre­ 
tary. Only women and children will be 
permitted to contribute to the fund, 
the contributions being fixec at one 
dollar each.

The life of the city workingman 1* 
in greater danger ©vary year. Not­ 
withstanding

ind improved machinery, the working­ 
man continues to be a victim to indus­ 
trial accidents. 


In 1911 one city man in every eight 
luffered an injury, the large’ part of 
Ihese being industrial accidents. The 
death ratio due to accident has 
in­ 
creased within a short period from 9 
to 12 per cent, of the total deaths. The 
automobile figured largely last year 
In accidents both to owners and 
to 
pedestrians and men employed in their 
manufacture. 
Ten years ago the au­ 
tomobile did not amount to anything; 
today it is regarded as tha worat tha 
accident Insurance companies hova to 
consider. 


The workingman in 
tha 
railway 
world has a slightly better chance than 
ha had a few years ago. 
In 
1909 
while one employe, outside of train­ 
man, was injured for every 20, only 
one in 676 was killed. 
Among train­ 
men one in nine Vas injured during 
the year and one in 206 employed was 
killed. 
The grave danger of the rail­ 
way workman aa compared with the 
passenger is shown by the fact that 
only one passenger in 3,623,606 carried 
waa killed, and one in 86,468 waa in­ 
jured. 
« The Improvement in tha death rata 
is largely due to decreased infant 
mortality. 
Children are saved who 
died under former conditions. But the 
number of deaths among men over 40 
years of age is increasing and the 
number of men killed and maimed in 
city streets, office buildings, and in­ 
dustrial plants is growing rapidly. 


In 1909 the number of accidental 
deaths in the United States to men be­ 
tween the ages of 20 and 60, when a 
man is most exposed, was 40,300. Be­ 
tween the ages of 20 and 29 the pro­ 
portion of accidental deaths to all 
deaths was 11.9 per cent 
Between 
30 and 39 it was 9.7 per cent During 
these two periods accidents were sec­ 
ond only to tuberculosis in their death 
harvest 
In 1910 the accidents in the 
state of New York 
from 
factories, 
mines and quarries was 25,390, 
of 
which 353 were fatal. 


On the surface, subway and elevated 
lines in New York City 6,883 employes 
were Injured, and passengers, pedes-* 
trians, etc., to the number of 31,128. 
The total killed was 377. It Is esti­ 
mated that for the whole country the 
number of accidents in 1909 was 11,- 
000,000, or 19 a minute. 
Burns ac­ 
count for 8.2 deaths per 100,000 popu­ 
lation annually, sunstroke for only 1.8, 
drowning for 10.4, gun accidents 2.2, 
and railway and street cfcr accidents 
for 17.3.

Presldeat Taft thereupon charged 
Roosevelt with deliberate misrepresen­ 
tation of his (Taft’s) speeches, with 
making false statements in regard to 
the president’s attitude toward Lori* 
tner, wltii changing front on the ques­ 
tion of reciprocity in an effort to win 
the farmers’ vote, with having made 
false chargee of fraud against the 
president of the Ualtad States, with 
having repudiated his own trust rec­ 
ord and with having proven himself 
disloyal as a friend. 


President Taft disclosed the fact 
that Roosevelt approved of the sup­ 
port which he (Taft) gave to Cannon 
in his candidacy for 
re-election as 
speaker, although Mr. Rooaevelt now 
seeks to use the president’s action In 
that matter as a political asset. Presi­ 
dent Taft reluctantly 
characterised

Robert, Cornered In Garage, Held Po 


lies at Bay Until Preparations Were 


Made to Dynamite the Building. 
Bonnot, the notorious bandit and 
supposed leader of the gang that has 
been going around Paris in automo­ 
biles, killing and robing in various 
places, and Dubois, one of his ac­ 
complices, were caught in an auto­ 
mobile garage by the police, and af­ 
ter a five hours' siege both were kill­ 
ed. Two others were arrested. 


Bonnot was known as the "Demon 
Chauffeur" and Dubois was an anar­ 
chist. The band of which they were 
members has terrorized Paris and its 
environs for months. 


In the midst of a revolver fusilade 
the attacking forces advanced on the 
garage, and it was determined to use 
dynamite to blow up the prisoners, 
as all hope of taking them alive was 
abandoned. 


While a group of army engineers 
deployed about the building to set the 
explosives, the police and the militia 
kept a rapid fire of shots to distract 
the attention of the men inside the 
garage. 


The first explosion only partially 
wrecked the building and the police 
did 
not 
dare 
attempt a capture. 
Finally, however, Bonnot was hit as 
he fled and died two hours later at 
the Hotel Dieu hospital. Another ban­ 
dit was found dead in the garage, Dut 
was not shot. 
It is believed that he 
had poisoned himself. The other ban­ 
dits were captured, several of them 
badly injured. 
Two detectives were 
badly wounded. 


The gang, headed by Bonnot, their 
leader, was speedily surrounded by 
the gendarmes summoned from Paris. 
Their hiding place was traced during 
the night by the local police after ax- 
amlning clues furnished by the ban­ 
dits. 


No sooner had the imprisoned men 
begun to realize that their escape was 
cut off than they opened fire on the 
police. 
As a precautionary measure 
all the houses in the vicinity were 
ordered cleared and the crowds that 
had gathered with the first news of 
the excitement were held back. In 
the meantime the telephone message 
was sent to M. Leplne, the prefect of 
police. 


He ruBhed to the scene of action 
in his automobile and immediately 
took charge of 
the 
arrangements. 
Shortly after his arrival M. Guichard, 
dhief detective of Paris, and several 
of his aides also appeared. 


At the height of tiie attack 
the 
place resembled a town under seige. 
The inhabitants of Choisy joined in 
the attack and automobiles and bicy­ 
cles were used in chasing the ban­ 
dits, who vacated their stronghold af­ 
ter the second explosion. They imme­ 
diately sought 
shelter behind trees 
and fences, all the time firing on their 
pursuers.

W hin Leather Wss Monsy.

Offictrs of Antl*Yubtrcu!ot!« Associa­ 
tion Acknowledge Debt In Flftht 
Against Dread Disease. 


Publicity In newspapers and maga* 
lines to the amount of 1,600,000 inches 
a year on tuberculosis and its preten­ 
tion is being given by the press of 
(he United States, according to an 
estimate Issued recently by the Na­ 
tional Association for the Study and 
Prevention of Tuberculosis. If all the 
publicity on tuberculosis given by the 
press of this country gathered in one 
paper, the National Association es­ 
timates it would make a paper of 
over 6,250 pages. 
In 
the last four 
years, during which time an active 
publicity campaign has been carried 
on, the National Association estimates 
that over 5.000,000 inches, or over 90 
miles, of press notices on tuberculosis 
have been published. 


“Publicity is the very heart of the 
educational campaign against tuber­ 
culosis/’ says Dr. Livingston Farrand, 
the executive secretary of the nation­ 
al association. 
"Largely because of 
the intelligent co-operation 
of 
the 
press has the anti-tuberculosis move­ 
ment in this country been able to be­ 
come, as it is, the greatest organised 
movement of its kind in the world. 
When tubvculosis shall have become 
a rare d jimse the American press 
may just*/ claim a large share in this 
gigantic achievement."

WAIFS OF THE TITANIC. 


Two Little French Kiddles Whose 


Father Was One of the Victims, 


Marconi Declares His Company Did 


Not Seek to Delay Messages of the 


Titanic Disaster. 


Washington, April 30.—After a day 
of discussion Intended to discover the 
needed reforms In the use of wireless 
telegraphy at sea, the senate commit- 
tee Investigating the Titanic disaster 
entered on the final stage of its in- 
quiry. 


Guglielmo Marconi, inventor of the 
wireless telegraph; 
F. M. Sammis, 
chief engineer of the American Mar- 
coni 
company; 
Wireless 
Operators 
Bride and Cottam; a passenger, Hugh 
Woolner, of England, and Fourth Of- 
ficer Boxhall. of 
the Titanic, were 
witnesses. 
Virtually all agreed that 
better regulations of wireless commu- 
nication at sea was essential. 


It was made clear that the commit- 
tee already had made up its mind to 
advocate legislation preventing wire- 
less operators on shlpborrd from hold- 
ing back details of disasters. Mr. Mar- 
coni and Mr. Sammis both acknowl- 
edged that a mistake had been made 
In sending 
messages to Bride and 
Cottam. on board the Carpathla, not 
to give out anything until they had 
seen Marconi and Sammis ashore. 


F, M. Sammis, chief engineer of the 
American Marconi company, also tes- 
tified, explaining what had actuated 
him In sending messages to Bride and 
Cottam, operators of the Carpathla, to 
hold their tales for "four figures." He 
said he had made an 
arrangement 
with a New York newspaper for them 
to sell their personal tales and had 
sent the messages to the "boys" In- 
forming them of that fact. 


Sammis 
declared that Bride and 
Cottam, oi)erators on the Carpathla, 
should not be blamed for not sending 
news of the ship. 


"If there is any blame," said Sam- 
mis, "It should be upon the captain of 
the Carpathla. The captain of a ship 
is censor of all wireless messages sent 
from a ship. The operators are there 
to send and receive. They send noth- 
ing that the captain does not pass 
upon." 


Sammis said that American wireless 
operators on board ship receive $45 a 
month. The English operators get £4 
a month. The senator led Sammis into 
a lengthy discussion on the rate of 
operators' wages. 


Senator Smith demanded to know If 
the witness did not believe It would 
have been more "creditable" to him- 
self and to his company if they re- 
warded such heroism as was shown 
by Operator Bride rather than by seal- 
ing their lips to arrange for a "pit- 
tance from a private^ source?" 
The 
witness replied that they were "all 
doing the best they could." 


Ablaze with light from her saloons 
and cabins, the Titanic dashed full 
speed ahead to her destruction, ac- 
cording to Ernest Gill, a donkey en- 
glneman on the steamship Californian, 
glneman on the steamship Californian 


Gill said that Captain Stanley Lord, 
of the Californian, refused later to go 
to the aid of the Titanic, the rockets 
from which could be plainly seen on 
the Californian, 


This Captain Lord denied, but both 
he and Ills wireless operator acknowl- 
edged to having seen the 
rockets. 
Their ship, they said, was fast in the 
Ice. 


Gill's affidavit was listened to with 
teh deepest interest by the commitieo. 
GJll was present and waa ¡Jacel on 
the witness stand Immedia'ely 
Senator Smith, the chairman, had iin- 
Ished reading the afiidavlt. 


**l saw the ship, which I took to be 
the 
Titanic," 
said Gill after be'nfj 
eworn, "some time before midnight. 
She was about ten miles away and 
went part us apparently at full speed. 
She was a big ship and 1 saw two tiers 
of lights. The Californian at the time 
was caught In field ice, its engines 
were stopped and she was 
driitiug 
with the floe." 


The vessel. Gill testified, must have 
been plainly visible to the bridge and 
the outlooks, as well as the rockets 
which were sent up later from The 
vessel. 
The CalJfornlan's captain, he 
said, paid no attention to the distress 
signals, and his refusal to get s^team 
and go to the aid of the stranger so 
Incensed the crew that Gill tried tx) 
organize a protesting party among the 
men. 
He failed, he said, because of 
the timidity of the men. 


^'What time did the Califorian get 
up steam?" inquired Senator Fletcher. 
"I don't know, exactly/' said the wit- 
ness, "but It was some time after 5 
o'clock." 


From the rockets Gill Judged the 


distressed ship to be not more than 
twenty miles off. 
He described the 
rockets, his description tallying with 
that Riven by Fourth Oillcor Boxhall 
of the Titanic, who sent them aloft. 


When he tried to organize a com- 
mittee of fhe crew to go to the cap- 
tain and protest against his course, 
he said the men "were afraid they'd 
lose their Jobs." 


Captain Lord entered a sweeplnc 
denial of GiU's accusations and read 
from the Callfornian's log to support 
b-ls contentions. Cyril Evans, the Call- 
fornlan's wireless operator, however, 
told of hearing much talk among the 
crew. WHO were critical of tlie cap- 
tain's course. 
Gill, ho said, told him 
he expected to get $500 for his story 
when the ship reached Boston. 


EA^ana told of having warned the Tl* 
tanic, only a brief time before the 
great vessel crashed into the berg, 
that the sea was crowded with Ice, 
The Titanic's operators, he said, at 
the time were working with the wire- 
less station at Capo Raco, and they 
told him to "shut up" and keep out. 
Within a half hour the pride of the 
sea was crumpled and sinking. 


COL. ASTOR'S BODY 


HAS BEEN FOUND 


That of Isidor Straus Alse on 


Hearse Ship. 


The bodies of Colonel John Jacob 
Astor and Isidor Straus, the million- 
aire merchant, of New York, who lost 
their 
lives In the Titanic 
disaster, 
have been recovered. 


They are on board the cable ship 
Mackay-Bennett, now on its way to 
Halifax, N. S., with 205 bodieg recov- 
ered on the scene of the wreck. 


News of the recovery of the bodies 
was contained in a dispatch to the 
White 
Star 
Line company in Now 
York. 


The cable ship Mlnla in a wirolesKi 
to the Halifax agents of 'he WhUo 
Star line stated that the bofiy of <) 
M. Hays, president 
of 
the

Trunk railroad, had been found. 


The 
wireless 
dispatch from I ho 
cable ship Mackay-Bennett givt^s tl:e 
additional identlficatloni of forty-nine 
of the heretofore unknown recovered 
dead on that cablo ship, AmonR others 
is that of W. C. Dulles, oi^ Philadel- 
phia.

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DEATH RATE IS HIGH 


Life of City Workingman Shown 
to Be in Greater Dangtr 
Every Year. 


ACCIDENTS GROW IN VOLUME 


Dn» Ptrton 
!n Elghl, In IndufttrUI 
Rmnk», Injured, Is th« Qr«w»om« 
Rtcord for 1911—Number of 
Both Kllltd and Malmtd 
Qrows Rapidly. 


The life of the city workingman Is 
In greater danger every year. 
Not- 
irithstandlng 
sanitary 
surrounding» 
ind Improved machinery, the working- 
man continues to be a victim to indus- 
trial accidents. 


In 1911 one city man in every eight 
luCfered an injury, the large' part of 
these being industrial accidents. 
The 
death ratio due to accident has 
In- 
creased within a short period from 9 
to 12 per cent, of the total deaths. The 
automobile figured largely last year 
In accidents both to owners and 
to 
pedestrians and men employed in their 
maliufacture. 
Ten years ago the au- 
tomobile did not amount to anything; 
today it Is regarded as the w o n t the 
Rccldent Insurance companies bavo to 
consider. 


The workingman in 
the 
railway 
world has a slightly better chance than 
he had a few years ago. 
In 
1909 
while one employe, outside of train- 
men, was injured for every 
20, only 
one in 676 was killed. 
Among trala- 
men one in nine V a s injured during 
the year and one in 205 employed was 
killed. 
The grave danger o£ the rail- 
way workman as compared with the 
passenger is shown by the fact that 
only one passenger in 3,623,606 carried 
was killed, and one in 86,4&8 waa in- 
jured. 
< The improvement in the death rate 
is largely due to decreased 
infant 
mortality. 
Children are saved who 
died under former conditions. But the 
number of deaths among men over 40 
years of age is increasing and the 
number of men killed and maimed in 
city streeU, offlce buildings, and In- 
dustrial plants is growing rapidly. 


In 1909 the number 
of 
accidental 
deaths in the United States to men be- 
tween the ages of 20 and 60, when a 
man is most exposed, was 40,300. Be- 
tween the ages of 20 and 29 the pro- 
portion of accidental deaths to all 
deaths was 11.9 per cent 
Between 
30 and 39 it was 9.7 per cent During 
these two periods accidents were sec- 
ond only to tuberculosis in their death 
harvest 
In 1910 the accidents in the 
state of New York 
from 
factories, 
mines and quarries was 
25,390« 
of 
which 353 were fatal. 


On the surface, subway and elevated 
lines in New York City 6,883 employes 
were Injured, and passengers, pedes- 
trians, etc., to the number of 
31,128. 
The total killed was S77. It Is esti- 
mated chat for the whole country the 
number of accidents in 1909 was 11,- 
000,000» or 19 a 
minute. 
Burns 
ac- 
count for 8.2 ¿eaths per 100,000 popu- 
lation annually, sunstroke for only 1.8, 
drowning for 10.4, gun accidents 2.2, 
and railway and street car accidents 
for 17.3. 
The laboring man furnishes 
the greater part of the material in ail 
classes of accidents.

Iron hydroxide.' When these bacteria 
die they sink to the bottom of the wa- 
ter and accumulate there in a reddish 
brown layer. 
It la now considered es- 
tablished that the formation of bog 
iron is due to this agency. 
The same 
bacteria cause trouble at timet 
in 
muinlcipal water 
mains, 
sometimes 
even causing their complete obatnic- 
tlon.

President TaCt thereupon charged

the farmers' vote, wit* having made 
false chargee of fraud against 
the

having repudiated his own trust rec- 
ord and with having proven himself 
disloyal ae a friend. 


President Taft disclosed the fact 
that Roosevelt approved of the sup- 
port which he (Taft) gave to Cannon

Reosevelt Gives Taft the Lie. 


Colonel Theodore Roosevelt, reply- 
ing in Wooxester, Mass.» to President 
Taft's broadside u ^ n s t him, declared 
the president guilty of "the grossest 
and most astounding hypocrisy" in 
declaring t^iat he had never been dis- 
loyal to Roo^evej^, gave the lie to the 
preslden/t several times, asserting at 
one time that the president 
was 
"guilty of a crooked deal/' at another 
that the president's conduct in open- 
ing up the harvester trust correspond- 
ence "obviously to influence the Mas* 
aachuseUs primaries/' represents tho 
very crookedest kind of a crooked 
deal, and declared that the act of the 
administration in not applying the cir- 
cuit court in the tobacco ca^o to tho 
supreme oourt "was incompatible with 
the theory th»t the administration was 
acting in good faith/' 


Asserting that "Mn Taft is presi- 
dent only because I kept my promise 
fn spite of infinite pressure to break 
It," and l u t i n g that fresldent Taft 
.vroce after he became president, "I 
can never forget that the power 1 
now exercise was voluntarily trans- 
ferred fro<n you to me," the colonel 
ghouted to his hearers; '*lt is a bad 
trait to bite the hand that feeds you/' 
He iiad been defending his interpre- 
taiUon of his promise not to accept a 
third term, having referred to a "con- 
secutive" term« insisting that If he 
kad raised his Uttle finger in ld08 he 
oould have had the nomination, but 
had steadily refused it, for Mr. Taft.

Robers, Cornered In Gsragei Held Po- 
lice at Bay Until Preparations Were 
Made to Dynamite the Building. 
Bonnot, the notorious bandit and 
supposed leader of the gang that has 
been going around Paris in automo- 
biles, killing and robing in various 
pla<^es, and Dubois, one of his ac- 
complices, were caught In an auto- 
mobile garage by the police, and af- 
ter a five hours' siege both were kill- 
ed. Two others were arrested. 


Bonnot was known as the "Demon 
C?hauffeur" and Dubois was an anar- 
chist. The band of which they were 
members has terrorized Paris and its 
environs for months. 


In the midst of a revolver fusilade 
the attacking forces advanced on the 
garage, and it was determined to use 
dynamite to blow up the prisoners, 
as all hope of taking them alive was 
abandoned. 


While a group of army engineers 
deployed about the building to set the 
explosives, the police and the militia 
kept a rapid fire of shots to distract 
the attention of the men inside the 
garage. 


The 
first 
explosion only partially 
wrecked the building and the police 
did 
not 
dare 
attempt a capture. 
Finally, however, Bonnot was hit as 
he fled and died two hours later at 
the Hotel Dieu hospital. Another ban- 
dit was found dead in the garage, but 
was not shot. It is believed that he 
had poisoned himself. The other ban- 
dits were captured, several of them 
badly injured. 
Two detectives were 
badly wounded. 


The gang, headed by Bonnot, their 
leader, was speedily surrounded by 
the gendarmes summoned from Paris. 
Their hiding place was traced during 
the night by the local police after ax- 
amining clues furnished by the ban- 
dits. 


No sooner had the imprisoned men 
begun to realize that their escape was 
cut off than they opened flre on the 
police. 
As a precautionary measure 
all the houses in the vicinity were 
ordered cleared and the crowds tiiat 
had gathered with the first news of 
the excitement were held back. In 
the meantime the telephone message 
was sent to M. Leplne, the prefect of 
police. 


He rushed to the scene of action 
in his automobile and immediatejy 
took charge of 
the 
arrangements. 
Shortly after his arrival M. Guichard, 
dhief detective of Paris, and several 
of his aides also appeared. 


At the height of tlie attack 
the 
place resembled a town under seige. 
The inhabitants of Choisy joined in 
the attack and automobiles and bicy- 
cles were used in chasing the ban- 
dits, who vacated their stronghold af- 
ter the second explosion. They imme- 
diately sought 
shelter behind trees 
and fences, all the time firing on their 
pursuers. 


The police requisitioned numbers of 
mattresses, and with these as guards 
followed the desperadoes. 
The 
au- 
thorities had just come to the conclu- 
sion to ask 
for 
artillei^y from Vln 
cennes when Bonnot 
was 
laid low 
Shortly after 
he 
fell a number oi 
guards from tho capita] arrived with 
more ammunition. 


Paris was greatly stirred by the 
news of the flgliting, and much relief 
was expressed over the killing of Bon- 
not, who was known as the "Demon 
Chauffeur," 


It was near Choisy, at Tblas, that 
the band killed an aged man and his 
servant only a short time ago. 
The 
Paris papers issued extra editions de- 
sorlbing tiie battle.

Sudi eorerings 
were also called ^'chemises,** as a ^che- 
mlse'^ of sandalwood. Thase precious 
books were ahM> placed In caskets, in 
shrines, or "^capsoe." In Ireland they 
were laid In satchels, othenrise named 
'"popaires," or "tiagha ubor,^ the CeWfi 
bookbinding possessing a peculiar beau-

A grain and a half of gold may be 
beaten Into leaves of one inch square, 
which, if intersected by parallel lines 
drawn at right angles to each other 
and distance only the one-hundredth 
part of an Inch, will produce 25,000,000 
little squares, each of which may be 
distinctly seen without the aid of a 
glass.
